LEE review the ſame: we therefore in-accom- 
pliſhment of our faid wil and intent ; and of our 
continued and conſtant care atid ſtudy for the 
peace and unity'of the Churches within our do- 
m1nions,& for removal of all exceptions and dit= 
ferences, and' the occaſions of ſuch differences, 
and exceptions from among our good ſubjeQs, for 
or concerning the ſaid Book of Common pray er, 
or any thing thlierein contained, doe by theſe our 
Letters patents require,authorize, conſtitute,and: 
appoint you the ſaid, &c. to adviſe upon andre- , 
view the {aid Book of Common prayer , compa» 
ring the ſame with the moſt ancient Licurgies 
which have been uſed in the Church in the primi« 
tive and pureſt times.
